Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because 

a) In figure 6 5 "42" is not marked at the bottom of the second finger 14. 
Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure 
or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as 
not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a) In claim 5, line 1, change "claims" to — claim --. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 11-15 and 17-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Anderson (6,608,958). 

Anderson discloses a first finger (108) that has a distal end; a second finger (other 108) that has a 
distal end; a pin that (1 10) is coupled to the distal ends of the first and second fingers; and, an 
actuator coupled to the second finger (see figure 1), V-shaped groove, the actuator is coupled to 
second fingers finger and moves the first and in an inward direction and an outward direction, 
the first and second fingers, further comprising a return spring (514), pneumatic cylinder (171), 
For claims 5, 8, 14, 22 and 23, a bottom surface, having a location so that a portion of the fiber 
optic cable extends below the bottom surface (see figures 4-7, anything could be a location, 
anything could be a bottom surface), 
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5. Claims 1, 3, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hattori et al (6,668,128). 

Hattori et al discloses a first finger (12b) that has a distal end; a second finger (other 12b) that 
has a distal end; a pin that (at 12) is coupled to the distal ends of the first and second fingers; and, 
an actuator coupled to the second finger (manually), the pin is attached to the first finger and 
extends through an aperture in the second finger (see figure 2 A), for claim 14, anything could be 
a bottom surface and means for extending a portion of the fiber optic cable below the bottom 
surface (see figures 2A-C). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which the subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Anderson 
(6,608,958) in view of Hattori et al (6,668,128). 

Anderson discloses all the limitations of claim 8, as shown above, 
However, Anderson does not disclose: 

a) A pin that is attached to the first finger and extends through an aperture in 
the second finger. Hattori et al discloses a pin that is attached to the first 
finger and extends through an aperture in the second finger (at 12, see 
figure 2A), therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
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in the art, at the time of the invention for Anderson to have a pin that is 
attached to the first finger and extends through an aperture in the second 
finger in view of Hattori et al to simplify the opening and closing of the 
fingers.
